Almost anyone who can use ordinary hand 
tools will find it easy to install Armstrong's 
Monowall. An experienced carpenter, of 
course, can do the job very quickly and in- 
expensively. Simplified instructions for in- 
stallation by the home mechanic are packed 
with every carton of Monowall. 

On most jobs, like the one illustrated at 
right, Monowall is cemented in place over the old plaster. In 
new buildings, Monowall can be cemented to gypsum lath, 
thus eliminating plaster work. Tile-design and Streamline- 
design Monowall can also be installed by nailing in the score 
lines. Nails are countersunk, then hidden by Armstrong’s 
Monowall Touch-Up in a matching Monowall color. 

Waterproofing around the tub, a serious problem with so 
many walls, is easy with Monowall. A special waterproof filler, 
Armstrong’s TF-10 Tub Channel Filler, is simply squeezed 
from its tube into the decorative metal channel around the 
tub before the panels of Monowall are installed. 


Channels and Moldings Add to Monowall’s Beauty 
Joints between panels of Monowall are neatly trimmed by these metal 
channels of aluminum or stainless steel. Smooth, black finished moldings 
of hardboard are used for the base and cap on a Monowall wainscot. 
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1 First step is to break out loose 
plaster, then level with surface using 
wood strips. Wallpaper and loose 
paint must be removed. 


3 Cut all metal channels to proper 
lengths with hacksaw and tin snips. 
Take special care to get a tight fit 


where channels meet.
